County Farm Bureau at Arlington 
Heights to meet state officials, wrho 
had interested themselves in the 
Barrington case which is consider­ 
ed of so great importance that tw*o 
telegram s were received within the 
last tw*o weeks from Henry Mor- 
genthau, Jr., go\ernor of the fed­ 
eral farm credit adm inistration, at | 
W ashington, and Governor Horner 
has personally interested himself 
in the case and directed that C. V. 
Gregory, a member of the newly 
formed 5'tate Debt Council and J. 
H. 
Lloyd, assistant 
director of 
A griculture, who is in active charge 
of the work, to use every effort to 
aid the farm er who is about to be 
deprived of his life’s savings. 
In this particular case, the com­ 
plainants admit that they have lost 
the money previously paid to them 
by the farm er and other savings by 
the collapse of Insull 
securities 
and the failure of 
banks.

A request w*as presented 
to the village board Monday night, 
asking for permission to cut dowm 
box elder trees that are effected

will kill the pests. 
As the animals do not eat leaves, 
a contact spray is the only thing 
that will kill them and the state 
entomologist reported recently to 
Alderman O. G. B arrett that the 
only way to stamp them out, is to 
cut dow*n 
the 
trees. 
Otherwise, 
the spray w*ould have to be of a 
strength that would 
destroy the 
foliage. 
Arlington Landscape Co. 
has offered to loan a spraying out­ 
fit to the harrassed property own­ 
ers ii they want to try that m eth­ 
od. 


FARMERS GAIN 
LARGER SHARE 
OF MILK PRICE 


Producer Now Gets 41 Per 
Cent of l l Cents 
Consumer Pays 


MT. PROSPECT CALLS PUBLIC 
HEARING TO SOUND OPINION 
ON PROPOSED NEW RESERVOIR 


Meeting Will Be Held Tuesday Night in Village Hall; 
Generally Believed That Govt. Will 
Make Loan for Project

With the increase in milk prices 
W’hich went into effect last week, 
farm ers are receiving a larger 
amount of the money paid for milk 
than at any time since the end of 
1930. 
They are also receiving a 
price per hundredweight greater 
than at any time since the end of 
1931. 
A study of past milk 
prices 
shows that the farm er is now get­ 
ting 41 per cent of the l l cents 
being paid per quart by the con­ 
sumer, w’hile under the previous 
price he received only 38 per cent. 
In July, 1923, he received 43 per 
cent of the 14 cents per quart paid 
by the consumer. His income fluc­ 
tuated below that amount until 
January, 1931, when the milk price 
was cut to 13 cents a quart and he 
received 
38 
per 
cent 
of 
that 
amount. 
Prosperity Price* $2.75 
Records since 1907 show that the 
highest price paid since that date 
w*as during December, 1918, when 
the farm er received $3.77 per hund­ 
red pounds of milk, and the lowest 
price was in June, 1907 when he 
received only 90 cents per hundred 
pounds. 
The lowest recent price 
price paid previous to the $1.75 per 
hundredweight set last May was 
in June, 1916, when $1.25 w*as paid. 
The price paid during the height 
of prosperity, the last four months 
of 1929, w*as $2.75. 
Meanwhile 
the 
consumer has 
been paying everything from 9 to 
14 cents a quart, the most from 
July, 1923, to January, 1931, and 
the least from November 1932 to 
May, 1933. All the time the farm ­ 
er has consistently gotten less for 
i producing the milk than the mid- 
‘ dleman got for distributing it to 
the consumers. 
Less Than Half For Farm er 
Since the peak in July, 1923, 
when with a price of 
$2.75 per 
hundredweight the farm er got 43 
per cent of the money paid by the 
consumer, his share slumped until 
from November, 1932, until May, 
1933, he received only 33 per cent, 
one third, of the money paid by the 
people who used his milk.

The question of m ajor public in­ 
terest which faced 
the 
Village 
Board in their regular November 
meeting on Tuesday evening w*as 
the W ater Departm ent Improve­ 
ment, proposed under the Public 
Works Administration of the Fed­ 
eral Government. 
As this m atter 
was left by the Board, there will 
be a public hearing on the question 
on Tuesday evening, November 14, 
at the Village Hall. 
Citizens of 
the Village will be given an oppor­ 
tunity to hear all of the details of 
the nroject, and to discuss it with 
the Board, so that the wishes of the 
Village in the m atter will be de-1 
termined. 
Gould Develops Plan 
Trustee Gould, chairman of the 
committee on w ater has developed 
the plan of the project to a point 
where action is required by the 
Board to place t£ie application be­ 
fore the approving authorities of 
the State of Illinois, who m ust pass 
on it before it goes to the office of 
the Administration at W ashington. 
The Village Board of Trustees 
have declined to act on the propo­ 
sition until the people of the Vil­ 
lage have expressed their desires 
in the m atter. 
There has been little, if any, pub­ 
lic expression of opposition to the 
improvement, and the action of the 
Board in refusing to order the ap­ 
plication for P. W. A. aid is due to 
the desire to have everyone fully 
informed before the move is made, 
since it involves a departm ent of 
the Village services that has been 
the subject of considerable discus­ 
sion during the past year, and be­ 
cause of the importance of the im­ 
provement to every home-owner 
and resident. 
The history and present status of 
the project was reviewed in THE 
REVIEW last week, in the effort 
to place before the people of the 
Village the full facts, to 
enable 
them to discuss the m atter intelli­ 
gently, and to form opinions about 
the desirability of the proposed im­ 
provement. 
Questions 
about the 
method of handling delinquent wa­ 
ter bills under Federal supervision, 
and the repaym ent of that portion 
of the cost of the project which 
must be repaid will enter into the 
discussion and the decision. 
$1100 in Back W ater Bills 
The question of delinquent water 


bills was discussed by the Board at 
the meeting Tuesday evening. 
A 
report was made that there is a to­ 
tal of $1100.00 outstanding at the 
present time, due from ninety users 
of water, of whom 71 owe the Vil­ 
lage less than $10.00. 
These de­ 
linquents do not include the pay­ 
ments on the bills that were sent 
out for last quarters m eter read­ 
ings. 
The Auditors 
report was 
read to show that the total water 
bills for the year amount to about 
$5,500.00, so that the 
present de­ 
linquency amounts to 20 per cent of 
the year’s bils. 
This delinquency 
includes bills dating back long­ 
er than the last year, however. 
Difficulties were explained in 
the 
shutting off of w ater from delin­ 
quent users, as were also the m eth­ 
ods being used at present of having 
delinquents pay their bills by do­ 
ing work for the Village. 
The bill of 
the 
Public Service. 
Company came in for some discus­ 
sion. 
Due to the fact th at the 
service 
contract 
for 
supplying 
electricity for the Prospect Park 
Subdivision, south of Lincoln street 
and east of Elm hurst Road, where 
ornamental lighting 
is installed, 
has expired, the Village must as­ 
sume the charges for service in the 
future. 
In order to do this with­ 
out increasing the total expense for 
lights, action was 
taken 
by the 
Board ordering discontinuance ol* 
lights between street intersections, 
which will save about $80.00 each 
month, and which will about bal­ 
ance the added expense of the or­ 
nam ental lights that will be used. 
Fire Dept. WTants Insurance 
A request was received from the 
volunteer Fire Department for in­ 
surance protection to the members 
of the Department. 
W ithout this 
protection, it was 
explained, the 
Village is liable for injuries re­ 
ceived in service. The cost of pro­ 
tection 
wa« 
given 
as 
between 
$100.00 and $150.00 per year for 
the twenty members. 
This would 
provide a payment of $4,000.00 in 
in case of death in line of duty. A 
decision or. this was postponed to 
the next meeting. 
Disposition was made of the pro­ 
posal for the purchase of a utility 
truck for the Village by the ac­ 
ceptance of the offer 
of R. F. 
Huecker of a 1929 Ford truck for 
$150.00 and the old truck. 
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Note: Milk prices to farm er from 
July, 1923, to January, 1931, var­ 
ied from $2.75 to $2.30; 1922 prices 
ranged from $1.60 to $2.05.

now has a membership of 520 mu­ 
nicipalities, of which 102 were ad­ 
ded during 1933, according to a re-* 
port submitted at the league’s an­ 
nual convention which convened in 
Peoria recently. 
Frank 
Novotny. 
Berwyn, was elected president of 
the league for the coming year. A 
new constitution for the organiza­ 
tion was adapted at the meeting. 
Everett M. Dirksen of Pekin, a 
member of Congress, advocated 
th at the function of the RFC be 
expanded so as to enable it to loan 
money to municipalities, taking 
their w arrants and bonds. 
Dr. C. E. Ridley of the Univers­ 
ity of Chicago pointed out that gov­ 
ernm ent is the largest industry in 
this country, yet if does the least 
to train personnel for the perform ­ 
ance of adm inistrative 
functions. 
We have academies to train leaders 
for the arm y and na*vy, but no simi­ 
lar institution-to train 
people to 
render efficient service to the gov­ 
ernment in its normal peace-time 
functions, he said. 
W alter P. Saunders, LaGrange, 
told of the purposes and work of 
the Suburban Area 
and 
Country 
Towns association, and George T. 
Jennings, Glen Ellyn, told of the 
purposes and work of the DuPage 
County league of municipalities. * 
Among the resolutions 
adopted 
were one favoring 
constitutional 
rule, and another favoring statu- 
tatory amendments 
to 
allow the 
municipalities to use their one-third 
portion of the gas tax as they wish, 
and giving home rule over beer and 
liquor. 
Another 
section 
of this 
resolution asked a four year term 
for all elective municipal officers 
with all municipal 
elections non­ 
partisan. 
A third 
resolution 
asked that 
municipally owned w ater or light 
plants be exempted from 
paying 
the 2 per cent state sales tax. The 
board of trustees of the University 
of Illinois w*as requested to offer, 
in its new extension 
department, 
courses in local government, to be 
taken advantage of particularly by 
municipal officials and employes. 
Attorney 
Thai 
reported 
that 
there were many things of im port­ 
ance to the suburban communities 
that were under 
consideration at 
the convention and the 
time ex­ 
pended by him and other village 
offiicals in attendance at the ses­ 
sions was worth while and would 
aid our officials in their work here 
at home. 


The Arlington Heights village 
board l^ad a leisurely, session Mon­ 
day evening, but transacted a tre* 
mendous 
amount 
of 
business. 
Agreement was reached regarding 
the lien holders against the village 
h41, which has been awaiting set­ 
tlement a great many months. The 
village will now be in a position to 
actively push its case against the 
bonding company which wrote the 
bond of the original 
contractor. 
The amount of the liens are $4,- 
379.54. 
The sudden death of the 
original contractor during the pro­ 
cess of the building started the lit­ 
igation that was ended 
Monday 
night by the acceptance on the part 
of the Chicago m aterial firms of 
95 cents on a dollar, with no inter­ 
est, payment to be made with tax 
anticipation w arrants. These claims 
total about $1,700. 
The liens of 
the second contractor, totaling $2,- 
700. was adjusted 
preciously and 
only awaited a definite agreement 
with the m aterial men to become 
effective. 
A reward of $100 was posted for 
the apprehension of the boys re­ 
sponsible for the incendiary fires 
of Hallowe’en. 
A new* police car 
was authorized. 
Bills and payroll 
amounting 
to 
$3,046.93 
were 
passed, payable in tax anticipation 
w arrants as much as possible. 
A 
request of the Public Service Co. 
for paym ent of remaining account 
in 1933 tax w arrants was held up 
one meeting for action. 
At pres­ 
ent, a total of $14,000 in 1982 w ar­ 
rants have been issued, only half 
of the amount that the law allows. 
The board feels that in view* of the 
fact that all of the 1931 tax war* 
rants were paid although nearly 
the limit were issued at the time, 
the credit of the village should be 
good enough for the utility com­ 
pany to still accept 1932 w arrants. 
The total amount due Arlington 
Park for w ater used from them for 
an entire year is only $386.84. ^ iis 
is very cheap insurance for ar ade­ 
quate w ater supply for the village, 
also, the w*ater used vc as sold at a 
profit by the village. 
The delin­ 
quent w ater bills total $4,015.06, a 
list of w’hich was presented to the 
board by Chairman B arrett, w*ho 
asked that some of 
them, w*he»# 
collections are impossible, be placed 
on the deferred list. 
Police committee reported receipt 
of $33 in fines from the court of 
Judge Meyer and $10 from Judge 
Dodge. 
Final notices for business 
licenses have been sent to delin­ 
quent business places. Accompany­ 
ing the notice is a list of those'w ha 
have paid and amounts paid. This 
acquaints the business man ^»th 
the status of the collection and Per­ 
centage of payments. 
The public grounds committee 
reported the painting of the pump 
room, which has now* become one 
of the “show” rooms 
in the mu­ 
nicipal building. As trustee Klehm 
stated, “w*e have no marble floors 
in our building, but it looks as good 
as paint and labor can make it.” 
Attorney Thai reported that tho 
probable cost of reassessing tho 
Scarsdale improvement under the 
Dlan of the bond holders w*ould be 
$500, w*hich w’ould fall upon the 
village. The board took the stand 
that such cost must be paid 
the 
interested bond holders, if the work 
is to be done. 
Alderman Klehm whose loss by 
the incendiary fire is now estimated 
at a thousand dollars, 
suggested 
that some effort be made to Bfind 
the people guilty for the fires. May­ 
or Flentie recommended the post­ 
ing of a rew*ard of $100, w’hich w*as 
authorized.

Included in the 20 railroad grade 
separations to be constructed in 
Cook county out of the $17,500,000 
allotted by the KRA to Illinois for 
road building, are several projects 
in the western and northwestern 
suburbs.

At Golf the Elgin-Evanston high­ 
way, route 58, is to be completed 
across the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul, and Pacific railroad just east 
of Waukegan road, completing the 
continuous route from Evanston to 
Elgin.
